ORDINANCE REGULATING THE 
SALE AND. DISTRIBUTION OF

WHEREAS, The City Council of the

Weed control For winter grasses

Because -of ‘the warm-wet 
weather many livestock produc- 
ers‘ that have planted winter 
grazing are now having weed 
problems. Many times the short- 
er days and cooler nights will 
suppress weed growth eventual- 
ly. If you would like to spray for 
broadleaf weeds in winter grass 
then 2,4-D Amine is a good 
product to use. However, there 
are some considerations, to keep 
in mind when using 2,4-D. 

Broadcasting 2,4-D Amine at 
a rate of 1/2-2 pints per acre will 
work well on many broadleaf 
Weeds in, wheat, rye, oats, and
